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In May 19^6 the workers of the Chair of Botany and Fbamaeology, Tcaak 
Medijal Institute, began a nursery in which they planted shrubs and trees of 
Biedlclnal yalue. The chief aim of this nursery was to eatabllsb a sort of 
living memorial to all the medicinal plants which can bo gr.cvn In the Tomsk 
region. Hcwerer it dere loped that as a result of tests experiment o it 
was dotemlned that seme 125 types of medicinal plants, not native to Siberia, 
could be grown in that region without any special preoautlons. Some of these 
plants are peppermint and crimped peppermint, medicinal sage, summer savory, 
camphor basil, heliotrope, Caucasian pyrothrum, and many others. 

Studies conducted by the Chair of Organic Chemistry showed that the maximum 
content of ether oils in such plants as medicinal sage, dragon's head, and wild 
majoraa that were raised in the nursery equaled that of plants growing wild In 
the Crimea . 
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
